public or prhuto buildings, and commandiuf 
a beautiful ticw of the country beyond nnd un 
either »ide of the river. From this election 
Cnpitnl Jlill risn* gradually,and tweepsoutto, 
ward the South and West; its three other sides 
supported and huiruumlvd by a natural wall o 
linn-stone fniin three to ten feet high, throw- 
ing uj> mi area of sonic 15 acres, ready for the 
bfim;il\ing hand of the architect uud the hor< 
ticiiltiniHt. Frutn this liill we have a \iew o: 
the Kaunas, ttnil the Delaware Kvservation be 
}oml, on one side, and on tbo other, thu \Vuka 
niHH, which sweeps two-thirds of thu area be- 
tweuii it and the Kansas, with broad prairies 
nml belts of wouillatid stretching fur beyond.—

bem, nml is (imply the ihurp roof of a Yankee 
cottage, having a ridge-pole through the ceuter 
und its sides resting on the ground, 10 that 
stands upon the ground for all the world liko 
the roof of a building. The pole* run up the 
length of the building, horizontally, and aro 
some 1(1 inch'es apart, and supported by rafters 
where tho poles join; over these on tbe out- 
side, I* u thick thatching of prairie hay, tiec 
by cotton twine to the pole*. Of course the 
inside of the building presents to tbe eye only 
bay aud poles, the bay escaping in single straws 
rather freely, and tickling the face* tlmt get 
too near tho sloping sides. Bundles of prairie 
hoy were freely strewed upon the floor, (ground) 
uud my auditor* ranged themselves "a iu Turk'' 
till no nisle remained between Ibedesk and en- 
trance. There were a number of boxes and 
trunk*, belonging to some of tbe last party, 
who have to lodge there till they get up tent* 
or log-house* to live in—and on these the wo- 


were seated on one side near me. My 


constructed ot two tool-chests, piled 


one on the other, and lighted by two gins* Ian- 
tborus, suspended, at equal distances, from cros* 
pole*, and threw their light in tbe face* of tbe 
auditors. It wa* a novel scene, and I enjoyed

And this is giving Con- 


gress tlie power to make a dictator. Tie ap- 
pointment of a dictator would be a measure by 
which ull the powers ofthe Government coulii 
be executed most promptly und most efficient- 
ly.

Tbey decide here tb at Con- 
gress may charter a corporation.

power "to grant charters of inoorp^ration, 
where the interest* ofthe United Stati* might 
require, and tbe Legislative provisions of the 
several States might be incompetent," fa* ask- 
ed to be given to Congress, in the Convention 
that framed tbe Constitution.

well might it be said that England could order 
a case out of France, from a French Court into 
an English ; or tbat a State Court could order 
a caae put of tbe Supreme Court of the United 
State* into it. 
None but a cuperiur can give 


au order; none but au inferior i* bound to 
obey one. 


The question, when tried by the rule of strict 


construction, does not admit of a doubt. Tbat 
rule is, that the General Government hat no 
power, except such as has been expressly del- 
egated to it; and that the delegation oi ex- 
press power strictly construed. Now, jurisdic- 
tion over State Courts is not ixpressiy given to 
tho General Government; or any department 
of it. 
Therefore, according to the rule, such 


jurisdiction is not given at all. 


Not oajy is this sort of jurisdiction not ex- 


pressly given, but there is another sort express- 
ly given, which necessarily exclude* the idea 
tbat this was intended to be given. This i* 
done iu tbe third article tor organizing the ju- 
diciary. 


After quoting this article at lengtb.withsome 


original interlineations of his own, Judge Ben- 
iiing proceeds as follows: 


The mere supply of words necessarily under- 


stood, makes it as clear as day, that the »opei- 
late jurisdiction delegated to tbe Supreme Court 
applies only to the inferior Courts ofthe United 
States ordained and established by Congress, 
and not to State Courts.

liberal rule of construction, it is easy to say tbat 
the Constitution, is an instrument which gives 
one part of the power* of Government to tbe 
General Government, aud gives the other part 
to the States—that ait power is given by 
the Constitution. Now, if tbat be suit!, no caso 
of any kind can arise in a State which will nut 
ilraw in question some power ot the blute, or 
some power ol the General Government; but 
if a case draw* in question a power of either, it 
is a case arising unuer the Constitution: because 
on this theory the powers of both are derived 
from the Constitution. 


This appellate jurisdiction, if it exists, then 


extends to all State Courts of all grades, and 
to all cases iu those Courts. Tbe effect otsuca 
extension, would be to make the States exist at 
thu mercy of tbe General Government. If they 
laid a tax, the taxed person might refuse to pay 
it; und it sued for it, appeal to thu Supreme 
Court. That Court c*ulil pronounce the tux 
ItLW unconstitutional; as flowing Irouiapower, 
which, it it existed in the States, might enable 
tut* Status to destroy the General Government, 
by tukiug to themselves nil that could be paid 
lor tuxes, nnd lew ing nothing lor thu Geueral 
(;»vi.riitn<.i,f: t*. tHk.

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Now, the power to annul State laws was not 


given to the General Government. The Fed- 
eral Convention refused repeatedly to give this 
power to any department of tbe General Gov- 
ernment. In Mr. KundulpiYa propositions,which 
were the basis of the Constitution, the effort to 
give this power first appear*. *Hi* 6th resolu- 
tion had these words:

Her« the Judiciary was to take part in tbo 


veto of State Law*. It wight, with tbe Presi- 
dent, affirm a veto applied by either branch of 
Congress to a State i,aw. Jiut even this limit- 
ed right was not allowed to the Judiciary. It 
wa* struck from tbe resolution, and at once. 


So the power proposed to be given to the Fed- 


eral Legislature, "To negative all laws passed 
ay the several States, contravening in the Leg- 
islature, the article* of Uuion," &c., wa* re- 
:'used by tho vote of seven States lo three.—(ib, 


It appear*, then, tbat tbe Convention which 


dratted tbe Constitution, tltbuugh repeatedly 
requested to give the veto of State Laws to tbe 
Geueral Government, steadily refuted it—re- 
futed to give a mere modicum of it to the Judi- 
ciary. Aud if it refused to give tbe power di- 
rectly, it is not to be presumed that it gave it 
udirectly, by a forced implication ia tbe tblrd 
article,—gave it, indeed, without knowing what 
t wa* doing. 


Now, it must be manifest to any one. on a 


ittle rejection, that if tbe United State* Court* 
have power t>v« tbe State Courts, tbey have 
power over the State Late*—power over the 
operation of thcwe Law*, within the territory of

The conclusion ii, Mot ikt Supreme Court of 


Gevrfia w coeuutt and coordinate mttt the Su- 
preme Court of tin Untied States, and not inferior 
und tubordinute to J**t Court. That a* to the 
reserved power*, the State Court to Mpreine; 
bat a* to the delegated powers, the United 
wates Court U supreme; that a* to power*. 
both delegated and re*erve6V-rm»rr««M«e«r» 
—both Court*, in the language of Hamilton, 
are "equally saprem*;" and tbat a* a coase- 
qaerjce, tbe Supreme Court of th* United 
State* ha* BO jurisdiction over the Supreme 
:ourt of Georgia; and oaaoot. therefore, fire 
t an order, or make for It a prece4»nt.

The learned Judge here gave a brief account 


of Judge Marshall's public career, token from 
that work, and then proceeded : 


It wits not only on the Bench that he taught 


politics. He entered the fields of history and 
biography for tho same purpose. For what U 
his Life of H'ltslitHgton and History of tlte Colo- 
nies, but a labored defence of his party, and an 
effort to raise its desperate fortunes by lorciiiR 
the namu of Washington on the Hat of its pat- 
rons 1 No; it was not the death of Washington 
but the death of tbe Federal party that set the 
work on foot. 


Marshall, then, was a partizan if there ever 


wa* one. 
While thus a pnrtizan holding all 


the opinions »f his party, he is, by a party Pres- 
ident, in the last hour ef the party, when its 
death warr.mt has already been signed, to save 
him from the general doom, and as the only re- 
ward left for party services.Presidencies being 
out ofthe question, offered a JuJfieship. This 
time he accept* it, although be refused it a year 
before, when it bad nnt become apparent that 
the last hour of the party wasnt hami.and when, 
therefore, higher offices might not be loflfiked 
for, from it, than that of Judge. What was the 
course for any pnrtizan to pursue, under such 
circumstances 1 That which he purnied. 
He 


took sanctuary for life in the Supreme Court. 
But there he waa the same man that he had 
been before he got there. The only eflVct was, 
to t:ake him more bold in the avowal of his 
principles. HB no longer had to nnawer for 
them at the ballot-box. He nnd his Court with 
respect to the Constitution took one mart—the 
other departments of the Government, and tbe 
vast majority ofthe the American people took 
another. There they have been respectively 
traveling the greatrrpnrt of the time since.— 
The opinions of neither have had the least in- 
fluence upon tho actions of the other. As to 
Judge Story, he is understood to have distin- 
guished himself somewhat as a Republican par 
tizan, before the war of 1S1U, in Musntichusctte, 
where Republicans were then rather scarce.— 
being a young lawyer of some promise, and 
about the only lawyer of that puriy there of 
much note, he wan solected by Mr. Madison 
for the bench ofthe Supreme Court of tho U. 
States. But once on the bench, he forsook his 
party and became the humble interpreter «f 
Marshall—the Dumont to Benthain. He tuade 
it hi* business to Illustrate and embody the po- 
litical doctrines of hi* chief. 
And he did in 


what he *tyles bis " Commentarie* on the Con- 
stitution." 
This is a work of a* rank a parti- 


zan character on one slrle, as the Virginia and 
Kentucky Resolutions, and Mr. Madison's Re- 
port of 1798 and JT99,are on the other. Indeed, 
these Commentaries, and most, if not all, of 
Marshall's Constitutional decisions, are only so 
rnoch talk at those resolutions and that report, 
although the resolutions and report ar seldom 
mentioned. 


KOW partiian decisions may do to bind the 


political party to which the makers of them 
happen to belong. They certainly bind no oth- 
er party. And this ha* been the uniform opin- 
ion and practice of all parties in thi* country 
The Supreme Court taid a bank it Constitution- 
al ; yet, bank charter! have been vetoed br 
three teveral President*; Madison, Jackaon, 
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And partisan decisions— and all decision* on 


Constitutional question* must be more or less 
partiian— «ugkt not to bind as precedent*, be- 
cause they are not made by the tribunal which 
in the laat resort i* mpreine,

Constitution. 


The general conclusion i«, that what w«* be- 


fore laid down at to the lense in which the 
maker* ofthe Com titation understood tbe Con- 
stitution, when tbey made it, I* true, anything 
in any decision of tbe Supreme Court of the 
United Statei to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and that the makers of the Constitution, at the 
time when they made it, understood in the fol- 
lowing sense :
